Fi ght May Be 
Again Postponed 


Paris, April 14.—Germany under the peace treaty mnat pay 
$9,000,000,000 in caah or the equivalent in commoditie* before Kay 1, 
1921. ‘ 8he must also issue immediately to the Allied and associated 
governments, $20,000,000,000 of interest-bearing bonds. 

Interest on the bonds until 1921 will be either two or three per 
cent., and after that date will be five per cent., according to the 
present plan. The bonds will be payable in ins ta lm ents during a 
period of fifteen yean. They probably will be kept in the control of 
I a central commission of the Allied and associated governments so that 
they shall not be marketed in quantities sufficient to break the price. 

Germany also must obligate herself to pay other amounts for 
damage done, approximate to her means, to be determined by a mixed 
commission of representatives of the Allied and associated govern¬ 
ments and of Germany, which shall report before May 1,1921. 

French Report. 

Paris, April 1A—As a result of the by-election at Htfll, Premier 
Lloyd George of Great Britain, according to The Bcho de Paris, has 
persuaded the Council of Pour completely to revamp the financial 
plan to be incorporated in the treaty of peso#. Instead of a payment 
of 25,000,000,000 francs on account and ton payments to be fixed by 
a commission, it baa been decided to fix at once the amount which 
Germany will have to pay within fifty yean.

Cairo, April 14.—An official statement issued at the headquarters 
»f General Allenby, special high commissioner for Egypt and the 
Sudan, Saturday, reads: ‘ 

“Since noon yesterday quiet has prevailed throughout Egypt. 
An attempt on Thursday to tamper with a railway resulted in five 
arrests, while attempts to interfere with telegraphic co mm u n ication 
resulted in the village of Benisembil being surrounded and given three 
days in which to produce the guilty persons. On Friday two rioters 
were killed and one was wounded when they were caught cutting 
elephone wires near Quesna. 

“A deputation of prominent Alexandrian citizens has cabled the 

iommanding officer, deploring disorders on Thursday and expressing 

tpprectulion of the forbearance of the 
ruops .Four hundred persona have 
Been arrested In connection with re¬ 
cent rioting. 

“Apart from collision with mobs on 
April 8. 9 and 11. four officers and fif¬ 
teen men have been killed through at*

port the civilian casualties for the 
twenty-four hours ending at noon on

Armenians Attacked. 

Cairo. Egypt. April 14.—In two days 
Of rioting here ending at noon on 
Thursday, thirty-eight persons were 
killed and 100 injured. It is announced 
In to-day’s official communication. 

Armenians are chiefly the objects of the 
attacks, and seven of those killed were 
of that nationality. 

In rioting in Alexandria three persons 
were killed and six seriously injured 
Saturday morning, while a continuance 
of attacks resulted in the killing of 
seventeen other persons during the 
afternoon. The text of the statement 
loads: 

"There waa further rioting ir. Cairo 
Thursday. The mob, armed with 
knives and hatchets, made attacks 
largely directed at Armenians.

Clemenreau told a deputation of the 
radical Hoclullst group which called 
upon him Saturday that the question of 
reparation by Germany had been set¬ 
tled among the Alllee a few hours pre¬ 
viously on a basis that would satisfy 
the desires of (he deputation, as these 
lad been presented to him, and the 
same could be said for the negotiations 
concerning the Saar Valley. 

The deputation, said Its spokesman, 
demanded the granting of Immediate 
material guarantees that France should 
be protected as far as possible from 
any fresh aggression. To reach this 
end. the group considered two things 
necessary—a strongly-organised fron¬ 
tier and the disarmament of Germany, 
the permanency of which should be 
secured by continuing control. 

Saar Basin. 

Concerning reparations, th* mini¬ 
mum requirements formulated by the 
group comprised the placing of the 
coal minee of the Saar Basin at the 
disposal of Prance, while ft contended 
that complete reparation must be ob¬ 
tained for all persons and property and 
provision made for tbs payment from 
enemy funds on all war pensions. 

Premier Clemenceau replied it gave 
hint great joy to be able to announce 
that the question of reparation had 
been eettled between the Allied powers 
on the basis which the group consid¬ 
ered necessary for Prance. The same 
was true, added the premier, of tbs 
negotiations concerning the Saar Basin. 

The satisfactory settlement. M. 
Clemenceau said, has not been attain¬ 
ed without serious differences.

LIQUOR PLEBISCITES 

The people of Quebec last week were given an 
opportunity of deciding whether the sale of beer 
and light wines shall be continued in that province 
and decided affirmatively by a large majority. 
The question of distilled liquors was not involved, 
for that was disposed of by the prohibition law 
which will go into operation next month. 

The referendum to be submitted to the people 
of Ontario in September or October will give the 
voters a much wider choice. It has been decided 
to submit the following four questions:

It becomes an international 
question only In casa the laws enacted 
happen to infringe upon or violate the 
rights accorded by the treaty to the 
other high contracting party. A sov¬ 
ereign 8tale has of course every rlghi 
to enact and enforce Its own immigra¬ 
tion laws. 

“Too. much emphasis." continued the 
speaker, “cannot.be laid upon the fact 
that Japan at the Peace Congress ts 
not raising the Immigration question 
Nor Is she aiming to bring the ques¬ 
tion under the jurisdiction of the 
league of Nations. You are aware of 
the so-called Lem leu x Agreement.' by 
which Japan hefaeir prohibits the in¬ 
gress of her laborers Into this country 
in deference to Canada's wishes.

“What we Japanese desire la the use 
of a true standard of judgment where¬ 
by the status of a people may be de¬ 
termined." said Dr. lyenaga.

passed away In Victoria early this 
morning In the person of Mrs. Elisabeth 
Rutledge Mawhlnney, relict of Isaiah 
Mawhlnney. who died at her home. 1H 
South Turner Street, at the age of 
eighty-live year*. The late Mrs. 
Mawhlnney leaves direct descend- 
nnts for three generations to the 
number of 102 , Including eleven chil¬ 
dren, forty-four grandchildren and 
forty-seven great-grandchildren, a re¬ 
markable family record. 

Rom In Inniskillen. Ireland, on Jan¬ 
uary it. 1*14. Mrs. Mawhlnney came 
with her parents to Ontario In 1841. At 
the early age of sixteen years she was 
married, and In 1878 moved with her 
husband and family to Manitoba. Sub¬ 
sequently they were attracted by the 
possibilities of the West, and Journeyed 
out to the «»kanagan. where the family 
resided for many years. Nearly eight 
years ago Mr. and Mrs. Mawhlnney 
came to Victoria to spend their declin¬ 
ing years, the former predeceasing his. 
wife by six years. Up to live months 
1 ago Mrs. Mawhlnney retained' her 
virility to an extraordinary degree, and 
In spite of her great age and the ill¬ 
ness from which she Anally suecuidbed.

Alvensleben. according to the offi¬ 
cials, proved a surly prisoner, and is 
alleged to have been among the ring¬ 
leaders In attempting to create dis¬ 
content. while It Is also said that he 
was a braggart, ever praising Germany 
and constantly referring to the United 
States and Canada In condemnatory 
and sarcastic terms. 

Alvensleben still retains a debonair 
demeanor. Immaculately dressed, he 
■trolls around the prison compound, 
taking special cure to see that his 
shoes are flawlessly shined every day. 

Despite the fact that the aliens all 
stand or live on common ground at the 
way prison, they are divided Into 
classes and Alvensleben is said to he 
not only an autocrat but a “soobocrat.”

THE FABLE OF THE 
, FORWARD YOUNG 
LADY AND THE 
FISH STORY 


Retiring after forty-tno year# in the 
British diplomatic service. **r Cenyng- 
ham Greene, British Ambassador at 
Tokio. passed through Victoria to-day 
on board the Empress of Asia. Sir 
(.'onyngham. who Is accompanied by his 
wife and daughter, will proceed to 
England by way of Ottawa and New 
York, and on reaching lx>odon will 
sever hla official connection with the 
British Foreign Office. 

Havli.g spent six years as the rep¬ 
resentative of the Court of SL Jams* 
at the Japanese capital. Sir t'onyngham 
is able to apeak with authority of con¬ 
ditions In Japan. In his remarks to a 
Times representative regarding the 
race question in Japan, however, as a 
diplomatist he was extremely guafetod. 
The cry for racial equality with the 
whites in the Eastern l*ower, he said, 
had reached a high pitch and was the 
leading topic of discussion. The people 
possessed little information as to what 
was going on at Fart* in the settlement 
of the problem. 

The possibility of Korea gaining con¬ 
cessions approaching independence 
seemed to Sir Conyngham very small 
Indeed, as Japan had only taken over 
tile peninsula in 1910, pnd the outbreak 
was being carefully suppressed. Re- 
forms, he thought, were possible as a 
result of the general agitation. 

When the Asia berthed this morning 
8ir ('onyngham was met by a numer¬ 
ous party of friends and by H. J. 8. 
Muskett. Secretary to the Lieutenant- 
Governor. who presented the distin¬ 
guished visitor with a bouquet from Sir 
Frank and Lady Barnard. On reaching 
Vancouver he will be met by the pri¬ 
vate car of Sir Thomas White. Acting 
Premier, and will travel through Can¬ 
ada by way of the Grand Trunk Rail¬ 
way in order to see as much of the 
country as poasoble. After spending a 
day or two with the Governor-General 
at Ottawa he will Journey to New York, 
where will board a steamer for Britain. 

His Career. 

Sir Conyngham Greene. K. C. B.. 
G. C. M. G. and a Privy Councillor, 
waa horn in Ireland October 29. 1154. 
He waa educated at Harrow and Pem¬ 
broke College. Oxford. He had spent 
Uie whole of his career with the for¬ 
eign office and In the diplomatic ser¬ 
vice. which he entered in 1I7T. He 
held various appointments at different 
European capitals until his nomin¬ 
ation aa Secretary of Legation and 
Charge d' Affaires, and was there 
during the difficult period preceding 
the outbreak of the South African war. 
From 1901 to 1905 he waa British 
Minister, at Berne, being transferred 
in 1905 to Bucharest, where he spent 
five years in the Roumanian capital. 

Ha waa for two years British Min¬ 
ister to Denmark prior to hla appoint¬ 
ment to Tokio. where he had been 
British Ambassador since 1911.

11th G. Garrison Regiment Of¬ 
fers Excellent Opportunites 
to Suitable Men 


Returned soldiers who have acquired 
a taste for army life and wlah to con¬ 
tinue in military service Instead of re¬ 
turning to civil Ufe will find excellent 
opportunity in the 11th Canadian Gar¬ 
rison Regiment, which la being brought 
up to strength, and of which there is In 
process of formation a Victoria com¬ 
pany.

In addition to the Wedneeday 
half-holiday. Saturday afternoons will 
be free td the men. Already ten re¬

Mr. Marzoli, who la an Italian by 
birth, has spent eighteen years in 
China, and has done a great deal to 
open up the country surrounding 
Tientsin. He has established vege¬ 
table oil plants with a capacity of 
5.000 tons a year. He has constructed 
many business blocks and houses, and 
has taken a great interest In the Ufe 
of the Chinese. 

Mr. MarsoU is anxious to see an ac¬ 
tive programme of railroad construc¬ 
tion carried out In North China He 
is strongly advocating the linking up of 
Pekin and Tientsin with the trans- 
Siberian railroad Tha Chinese Gov¬ 
ernment desires to see this work ac¬ 
complished, but at present is backward 
In taking any steps. For the next few 
years until the finances of the Celestial 
Republic improve, the country will not 
be able to carry through any large 
enterprise. 

In regard to the manufacture of vege¬ 
table oil Mr. MarsoU claims that there 
Is no limit to. the output. There are! 
vast fields in the north of China which, 
if linked up by railroads, would provide 
a gigantic supply of raw material. The 
cheapness of labor makes almost any 
industry a profitable operation. At 
present his firm is shipping castor oil. 
linseed oil and peanut oil to all parts 
of the world.
